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Spill could affect 
shipping, prices 
across the U.S.

NEW ORLEANS The calamitous oil spill in 
the Gulf of Mexico isn’t just a mess for the 
people who live or work on the coast. If you 
drink coffee, eat shrimp, like bananas or plan 
to buy a new set of tires, you could end up 
paying more because of the disaster. 

The slick has forced the shutdown of the 
gulf’s rich fishing grounds and also could 
spread to the busy shipping lanes at the 
mouth of the Mississippi River, tying up 
the cargo vessels that move millions of tons 
of fruit, rubber, grain, steel and other com- 
modities and raw materials in and out of the 
nation’s interior. 

Though a total shutdown of the shipping 
lanes is unlikely, there could be long delays 
if vessels are forced to wait to have their oil- 
coated hulls power-washed to avoid contami- 
nating the Mississippi. 

Some cargo ships might choose to unload 
somewhere else in the U.S. That could drive 
up costs. 

“Let’s say it gets real bad. It gets blocked 
off and they don’t let anything in. They lose 
time, and they are very concerned about 
that,” said river pilot Michael Lorino. “It’s 
going to be very costly if they have to unload 
that cargo in another port and ship it back 
here because it was destined for here.” 


MORE ON THE DISASTER 

Background: Crews have been struggling to 
stop the more than 200,000 gallons a day 
spewing from the sea after an offshore drill- 
ing platform blew up and sank last month ina 
disaster that killed 11 workers. The accident is 
the worst U.S. oil spill since the tanker Exxon 
Valdez ran aground in Alaska in 1989, leaking 
nearly 11 million gallons of crude oil. 


Current situation: Chemical dispersants 
seemed to be helping to keep oil from floating 
to the surface, but crews haven't been able 

to activate a shutout valve underwater. And 

it could take another week before a 98-ton 
concrete-and-metal box is placed over one of 
the leaks to capture the oil. 


Company response: BP, the company oper- 
ating on the offshore drilling platform, said 
Monday it would compensate people for 
“legitimate and objectively verifiable” claims 
from the explosion and spill. By all accounts, 
the disaster is certain to cost BP billions. BP 
is the world’s third-largest oil company and 
made more than $6 billion in the first three 
months of 2010.

Spill threatens delicate 
marine environment

GULFPORT, Miss. The gigantic Gulf of Mexico oil spill is the lat- 
est blow to a unique marine environment already fragile after de- 
cades of human encroachment and natural upheavals —at a time 
of year when some of its most vulnerable species are nurturing 
their young. 

A watery expanse of 600,000 square miles, the Gulf features 
marshes and coral reefs, commercial and recreational fisheries and 
hundreds of wildlife species, including imperiled birds, whales and 
sea turtles. Many are in harm’s way, as the oil unleashed when an 
offshore rig exploded two weeks ago threatens their food supply 
and the marshlands where they spawn or build nests. 

The spill “could not have come at a worse time,” said Carole Al- 
len, Gulf director of the nonprofit Sea Turtle Restoration Project. 

It’s too early to know how extensively the waters and wetlands 
could be damaged or how badly any particular species—even 
those listed as endangered—could suffer, scientists say. Although 
30 dead sea turtles had turned up on Mississippi beaches in recent 
days, necropsies completed on five showed no evidence that oil 
killed them. 

Still, biologists who study the region’s birds and fish are worried.

Conrad Sheehan doesn’t want you to swipe your Chicago Card or 
disposable fare card when you get on the CTA. He wants you to wave 
your cell phone or keychain. 

Sheehan is the CEO of mPayy, a Loop-based company that allows 
customers to use their cell phones to pay their bills or make purchases 
directly from their checking accounts. 

Sheehan said he’s developed a “smart card” system that would allow 
riders to pay their fares as well make other purchases via a card or a 
scannable sticker on the back of their cell phones. The CTA would be 
his first transit client. 

At the CTA board’s August meeting, the agency laid out plans 
for transitioning to a smart card system such as the one Sheehan 
proposes. The agency is soliciting comments from vendors on how 
to achieve this setup. 

The CTA will review the comments, which are due May 14, and is- 
sue a formal request for companies to offer their services. No date has 
been announced for the formal request, CTA spokeswoman Wanda 
Taylor said. 

Taylor wouldn’t comment on who has submitted comments be- 
cause the process is ongoing. Sheehan said mPayy is participating in 
the bidding process. 

Under Sheehan’s plan, riders would acquire a transit card as they do 
now—but for free. Value could be reloaded in a store, from a mobile 
phone, on the CTA’s Web site, Facebook or anywhere with an Inter- 
net address, Sheehan said. 

This card would be linked to the rider’s checking account or pre- 
paid stored value. Riders would have the option to register the card to 
protect the balance in case the card got lost, Sheehan said. 

Riders could get a sticker that could go on a mobile phone, em- 
ployee badge or keychain, Sheehan said. The rider would wave the 
phone or keychain in front of the fare reader. 

Currently, Chicago Card users have to contact the CTA if they 
lose their card and pay a $5 replacement fee. The card is turned off 
immediately and replaced with a card with the value remaining in the 
account when the CTA was first notified. 

Sheehan said he hopes his setup would resemble the system in place 
in Hong Kong, Riders there use the Octopus card, a rechargeable 
contactless smart card, to pay for transit fares and for purchases at 
supermarkets, restaurants and parking meters. 

“Tt’s more convenient than the solutions we have now,” Sheehan 
said.

Longtime server Tony Brown remembers a time not long 
ago when crumpled coupons were sneaked into the hands 
of hostesses. Embarrassed diners also would slip them un- 
der the table to servers or even whisper of their presence 
when their table mates’ heads were turned, said Brown, 
adding he is glad that stigma is subsiding. 

“There’s nothing wrong with saving money,” the 38-year- 
old Bucktown resident said. “And nobody should treat you 
differently because you are doing that. It doesn’t make 
sense if you want the customer to come back.” 

But just because couponing is more common, that 
doesn’t mean consumers should space on some impor- 
tant traditions, according to Brown and locally-based 
“Etiquette Bitch” blogger Mare Swallow. Here are four tips 
about how to conduct yourself while deep-discount dining.

Present the coupon immediately 
Because different restaurants may have differ- 
ent procedures when it comes to applying or 
dealing with discounts, it’s important to show 
it as soon as you can. Don't let the server 
calculate the bill, only to hold your print-out or BlackBerry/ 
iPhone screen up indignantly after the bill arrives, Swallow, 
who was a waitress in college, explained. “Really, good eti- 
quette to show right away because sometimes they have to 
ring that before they total out the bill,” she said. “Sometimes 
it makes more work for the server and if you're doing this 
on Friday or Saturday night at rush hour, you could have a 
crabby waiter or waitress on your hands.”

You shouldn't feel rushed to finish your meal 
ra so that full-price paying customers can come 
in, Swallow said, but you shouldn't tie up the table indefinite- 
ly if the restaurant is busy ... discount or not. “It’s a business 
and whether you have a coupon or not, they don’t make 
money if they don't turn the tables,” Swallow said. “You're 
not renting the table, so eat up and get outta there.”

That’s why Swallow 
suggests you tip for the full amount of the 
meal— the amount the meal would have been 
prior to applying your coupon. “An 18 percent or 20 percent 
gratuity is even better if you can do it because you are al- 
ready saving money on the bill,’ Swallow advised.

Patrons crave discounts, 
but some say restaurants 
lose out on these deals

Thaisa Gee has the hots for half-off. 

The Bronzeville resident scarcely meets a 
Groupon she doesn’t want to grab. 

“T think I have about 1o that I need to 
use right now,” Gee, 30, said of discounted 
deals on restaurants and spa services. “In 
fact, one expired recently and I was really 
upset about it.” 

The deals—percentage discounts on as- 
sorted restaurants, classes and services in 
Chicago—are a boon for Gee and her friends, 
she said. Every little bit helps when it comes 
to entertainment, especially in this economy, 
Gee said. 

“I didn’t grow up seeing my mom take ad- 
vantage of half-off deals or clipping coupons, 
but for me, that’s something I’ve done in my 
adult life for the past two years,” Gee said. 
“Nowadays, people are looking to save money 
by any means necessary.” 

It’s no secret Chicagoans are snapping up 
deals in a category called crowd source cou- 
pons, where third-party services—such as 
Groupon—promote and offer discounts on 
goods and services for a certain number of 
potential patrons, essentially splitting the

revenue with the business that is profiled. 
Competition among crowd-source coupon 
business models is increasing, with locals 
choosing between deals from Living So- 
cial, the Tribune-owned Half-Price Chicago 
and, arguably the earliest adopter and best 
known, locally based Groupon, which was 
founded in 2008. 

But is there another, darker side to the 
deep deals and visibility? 

Some local restaurant industry insid- 
ers—including a Chicago owner of a public 
relations firm focused on restaurant cli- 
ents—have questioned whether businesses, 
specifically high-end restaurants, suffer 
when they allow a third party to offer pa- 
trons half-off for a meal. 

Manny’s Coffee Shop & Deli owner Ken 
Raskin has done three Groupons over the 
past year, he said. He dsaid the deal netted 
him approximately 25 percent in profit of 
the value of the deal, based on his arrange- 
ment with Groupon. Yet it was worth it for 
Raskin, who said the deal brought his Uni- 
versity Village-based business “tons” of new 
customers — approximately 5,000 in all. 

“It really brought attention to our dinner 
service,” Raskin said. “We didn’t need help 
with lunch, but we wanted to let people know 
about our food for the evening meals and it 
did that.” 

Groupon founder Andrew Mason said that 
about 98 percent of the businesses featured 
look at it as a marketing investment and are

Some business owners aren’t 
so sure. 

Restaurateur and chef Mi- 
chael Taus at River North’s Zeal- 
ous said the restaurant, which 
typically serves a number of cor- 
porate clients, recently offered a 
Groupon deal that has attracted 
more than 3,000 patrons in two 
months—mostly young women 
and couples in their 20s. Taus

Businesses see crowd source 
coupons as ways to combat a 
couch-potato syndrome brought on by the 
economy, said Living Social CEO Timothy 
O'Shaughnessy. The Washington, D.C.-based 
company introduced crowd source coupons 
to the Chicago market in late July and also of- 
fers deals on goods and services for a pre-de- 
termined number of patrons. O’Shaughnessy 
said the coupons are ideal for small and me- 
dium businesses that have “been around for a 
while and are trying to figure out how to get a 
customer through the door.” 

“I think this is a business model with lon- 
gevity to it,” O’Shaughnessy said.

Cohen notified Democratic leaders last month 
that he wants to run for governor as an indepen- 
dent. To get on the Illinois ballot, Cohen would 
need to submit 25,000 signatures from registered 
voters on petitions by June 21. 

Cohen would face Democratic Goy. Pat Quinn, 
Republican state Sen. Bill Brady and Green Party 
candidate Rich Whitney in November. 

He said he was not concerned about possibly 
scuttling Democrats’ chances in November by 
siphoning off votes from Quinn in what is shap- 
ing up to be a tight race. “What’s truly important 
is not the Democratic Party, not the Republican 
Party and not myself. It’s the people of Illinois 
who are important,” he said. 

He defended his qualifications to be governor 
by asking, “What was Arnold Schwarzenegger’s 
qualifications for being governor?” referring to 
California’s governor. AP CONTRIBUTED

Marcy Cruz’s boyfriend, Josue Espinosa, 
called her a “good person” who had been ma- 
nipulated by Heriberto Viramontes. 

Viramontes is charged with striking the 
women with a wooden bat as they walked 
home around 3:30 a.m. April 23 while Cruz 
waited in a nearby van. 

Espinosa said he is the father of Cruz’s two 
children. Earlier news reports indicated Cruz 
and Viramontes were a couple. 

Earlier Monday, Cruz, 25, and Viramontes, 
31, appeared in court together for the first 
time since the beating. 

The two stood silent before Criminal Court 
Judge Kenneth L. Fletcher, who ordered that 
DNA swabs be taken from both of them. 

As they were led out of the courthouse, 
both looked back over their shoulders at 
family members in the courtroom, but did 
not seem to acknowledge each other’s pres- 
ence.

Justice Stevens sidesteps 
replacement talk in Chicago

In one of his last public speeches before retir- 
ing, Supreme Court Justice John Paul Stevens on 
Monday bypassed talk of the court’s deep ideo- 
logical divide and the battle to replace him and 
instead talked to a Chicago legal group at the 
Intercontinental Hotel about his beloved Cubs. 
The Chicago native recalled one of his most 
precious boyhood memories—watching Babe 
Ruth hit his famous “called shot” for the New York 
Yankees in the 1932 World Series with the Cubs. 
Stevens said he had long told people about 
witnessing Ruth’s home run fly over the Wrigley 
Field scoreboard, but then was corrected by a 
young lawyer a few years ago who said his grand- 
father actually had caught the home run in the 
left-field bleachers. He said he started to doubt 
his memory until he had a law clerk research the 
matter. He discovered that Ruth had hit two 


home runs that day and that he was right. 

“I made a mistake in assuming I was not cor- 
rectly remembering,” the 90-year-old justice told 
a group of lawyers and judges who work in the 7th 
US. Circuit, which encompasses federal courts 
in Illinois, Indiana and Wisconsin. 

Stevens, who is retiring from the high court 
next month after 35 years, did not address his 
legal career or the high-stakes drama over his 
successor even though three of the most promi- 
nently named potential replacements were in 
the room listening to his comments. Among that 
group were: US. Solicitor General Elena Kagan, 
the keynote speaker at the judicial conference; 
Judge Diane Wood of the 7th US. Circuit Court of 
Appeals, who chaired a discussion panel on a con- 
troversial 2009 high court ruling involving stan- 
dards for lawsuits, and appellate Judge Ann Claire 
Williams, also of the 7th Circuit in Chicago. 


United-Continental looking for business travelers

Chicago-based United and Houston-based Conti- 
nental Airlines are counting on more business trav- 
elers—not higher fares for vacationers—to make 
their $3 billion merger pay. 

United CEO Glenn Tilton and Continental 
CEO Jeffery Smisek announced Monday that the 
nation’s third- and fourth-largest airlines will con- 
solidate into the world’s biggest in hopes of draw- 
ing more business travelers who will pay top dol- 
lar for last-minute tickets. It’s a stock swap deal in 


which United acquires Continental, and the new 
airline is to be called United. 

The two airlines have been losing tons of money, 
first from high fuel prices, then the recession. Now 
they say their combined network of flights across 
the US. and around the world will attract enough 
corporate travelers to boost revenue by up to 
$900 million a year. 

“The only people happier than Jeff and I today is 
our corporate sales team,” Tilton said. 

Henry Harteveldt, a travel-industry analyst for 


Forrester Research, said US. leisure fares prob- 
ably won’t change much because Continental and 
United routes overlap heavily with low-fare carriers 
such as Southwest. They compete with discount 
carriers on 92 percent of the 50 biggest routes they 
serve, Harteveldt said. 

“The leisure market is always hotly contested,” 
so it’s less likely to tolerate fare increases, he said. 
“Business travelers are less price-sensitive. They 
have to get on that plane, so they'll pay more for 
those flights.”

That’s what everyone really cares about, 
anyway. More wins equals more fans coming 
to the neighborhood—happier fans at that 
—which means more cash for businesses 
tied to the Cubs’ success. 

No, it’s not the Wrigley your dad or grand- 
ma remembers. But I doubt that back in the 
day fans said, “I come to games for the lack 
of advertising; I don’t care how much tickets 
cost as long as it stays that way.” 

Landmark though it might be, Wrigley is 
showing its age, and facelifts are expensive. 
The Cubs have the most expensive average 
ticket price in baseball ($52.56 per seat), so 
won't $2.5 million a season—the expected 
revenue from the Toyota sign deal—offset 
that a bit? That’s 47,565 seats bought and 
paid for, or more than one game’s worth 
of gate receipts. If it means tastier food, 
less nauseating bathrooms or a competent 
middle reliever, it’s worth the trade-off. 

Which would you rather have, Cubs fans: 
An “unblemished,” decaying wasteland of a 
stadium whose only cachet is its designation 
marked in a book somewhere, or a spruced- 
up venue with more creature comforts?
